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unwillingly placing itself in a 
position of a world gendarme 
employed by reactionary 
"prces. In the years of the 
lisintegration of feudalism the 
loly Alliance led by the 
.ustrian Empire and tzarist 
iussia used to declare any at- 
:mpt by the French revolu- 
.onary forces to display their 
►lidarity with the cause of 
e American anticolonial rev- 
iution as a “devil’s plot 
■ainst the world of divine 
•dor.” 

History does not repeat it- 
self, but there may arise sim- 
ilar situations. That is what is 
happening now with the only 
' bception that the Holy Al- 
anee against the so-called 
lommunist plot” is led by 
:e United States which has 
-come not only a self-ap- 
rinted judge of each situa- 
in but also a self-appointed 
:ecutioner of unilaterally 
opted verdicts. As a re- 
It it finds itself facing an 
ipasse like the one in Viet- 
nam now. 

Present attempts to find a 
way out by killing every 
resistance fighter and wiping 
out the northern part of the 
country with bombs show 
desperation rather than, wis- 
dom. And this places the 
whole - world into an ex- 
tremely dangerous situation 
when the so-called escala- 
tion becomes a sort of fuse to 
a chain reaction of ominous 
nature. The 11 years which 
have passed since the conclu- 
sion of the 1954 Geneva 
Agreement may seem to be a 
long way to go back. But the 
regaining of the wisdom in- 
herent in that agreement pre- 
sents a very good compensa- 
tion for all that move in an 
opposite direction, particular- 
ly when the ominous sight of 
the brink becomes nearer 
with every step of the escala- 
tion.
